You have al.o thoſe Mcmbers of that Af:nibly , who though they- gave 'nor 
their Vote either for Kingſhip » Or rhe then Government by ; Humble 
Petition and Advice , but pretended to be againſt , and diflatisfaRion with 
both , ſharply , and juſtly reproved , for betraying the Truſt commitred to 
then by the People, Furſt, tor bying ſo Sneating , and Cowardly in their 
Spirits , as ro ſuffcr xeir Fellow Members to be J=cluded from them, ; and. 
the Council, who had nothing to do with it , ſo to intrenc upon their  Privi- 
ledges, as to let none fit but whom they approved of. Sccondly , For being 
ſo ready to comply to Sit, or Adjourn at the ProteRors pleaſure , as if they 
were his Servants, and not he theirs, Thirdly , That when they ſaw the
